EXPtlkIS TO JAPAN 


GREAILYINCUFASED

WASMIXGTON, S*pt r.—In spite Of 


the flurrv with Japan over the passage 
of the California «Jie» land bill, the 
export* to Japan in the fiscal year 
just ended were greater than those- to 
all other countries of Asia combined. 


This statement was made today by 


the bureau Of foreign And domestic 
oommercc-whlch furnished detailed fig- 
urea to substantiate the de<nration. 
The statistics disclose fhat the experts 
from this counUy to Japan last year 
were larger than «vet before. The val- 
ue of the exports to Japan were esti- 
mated at 157.741,816 while the value 
of American goods sent to all the other 
Asiatic countries waa more than $400,- 
900 below that total. It la added that 
the total amount sold to Japan does 
not include the value of American 
goods going Into Korean and Japanese 
eased territory in China. Nearly $2,- 
000.000 additional would be added to 
the credit of the Japanese market if 
rade being done with those markets 
was included.
